rear nor the support of a regular army; it had 
been extremely small numerically and techni- 
cally, compared with the Japanese imperialist 
forces.

was a harsh trial for it to fight the US 
imperialists who boasted of their being 
“strongest” in the world and of their 
“invulnerability” in their war history of over 
one hundred years. 

The US imperialist aggressors launched a 
war against the northern half of the Republic 
on June 25, 1950.

victorious division” and large numbers of 
puppet troops, liberating Taejon, the enemy’s 
stronghold of strategic importance and poli- 
tical and administrative centre.
